COMPLAINT

The District of Columbia (the “District™), by and through the Office of the Attorney
General for the District of Columbia, files this complaint against Defendants Everett Murtagh
and Oxana Jourkiv (“Defendants”) for violations of the Drug-, Firearm-, or Prostitution-Related
Nuisance Abatement Act, D.C. Code §§ 42-3101 to -3114 (“Nuisance Act”). Defendants own a
four-unit apartment building located at 1610 R Street SE, Washington, DC 20020 (the
“Property” or “1610 R Street SE”). The District seeks an order pursuant to the Nuisance Act
requiring Defendant to abate the public nuisance and awarding attorney fees, civil penalties, and

injunctive relief. In support, the District states as follows:



PRELIMINARY STATEMENT

1. The District brings this action to address the Defendants’ continued failure to
abate the drug- and firearm-related activity at the Property, specifically in Apartment 2. A drug-
or firearm-related nuisance exists where any real property, in whole or in part, is used or
intended to be used to either: (a) facilitate any violation of Title 48, Chapter 9 of the District of
Columbia Municipal Regulations, D.C. Code § 42-3101(5)(A); or (b) unlawfully store or
otherwise keep one or more firearms, or manufacture or sell controlled substances or drug
paraphernalia, that has an adverse impact on the community, D.C. Code § 42-3101(5)(B).

2. Here, a drug- and firearm-related nuisance exists under both D.C. Code § 42-
3101(5)(A) and (B). The Property has been the site of ongoing drug- and firearm-related
activities over the past year, including multiple arrests incident to investigative purchases of
controlled substances. Since July 1, 2017, this four-unit Property has generated 27 calls for
service to the Metropolitan Police Department (“MPD”). The tenants of the Property who are not
involved in these nuisance activities are severely impacted by the continual risk to their safety.

3. Moreover, the Property is within a “Drug Free Zone” as defined under D.C. Code
§ 48-904.07a. The Property is within 400 feet of Anacostia High School and within 800 feet of
Kramer Middle School. The proximity of this persistent drug activity to multiple D.C. public
schools amplifies the adverse community impact.

4, The District brings this action pursuant to the Nuisance Act seeking “an order
permanently enjoining, abating, and preventing the continuance or recurrence of the nuisance.”
D.C. Code § 42-3110. Specifically, the District seeks to compel Defendants to eliminate the

persistent criminal activity at the Property, evict the tenant in Apartment 2, install security



cameras to curb recurring drug activity, enforce barring notices, and pay damages for each day
since Defendants were first put on notice of the Nuisance Act violations.
Jurisdiction

sl The Court has subject matter jurisdiction pursuant to D.C. Code § 11-921 and
§ 42-3102.

6. The Court has personal jurisdiction pursuant to D.C. Code § 13-423.

Parties

Ve Plaintiff the District of Columbia (“District”) is a municipal corporation
empowered to sue and be sued, and is the local government for the territory constituting the
permanent seat of the federal government. The District is represented in this case by and through
its chief legal officer, the Attorney General for the District of Columbia. The Attorney General
has general charge and conduct of all legal business of the District and all suits initiated by and
against the District and is responsible for upholding the public interest. The Attorney General is
also specifically authorized to enforce the Nuisance Act.

8. Defendants Everett Murtagh and Oxana Jourkiv reside in the District at 1124 G
Street NE, Washington, D.C. 20002. Defendants Everett Murtagh and Oxana Jourkiv have held
legal title to 1610 R Street SE since October 17, 2016. (See Ex. 1, Deed).

Facts
A. Search Warrants and Arrests

9. Since March 2018, MPD has made eighteen arrests at the Property for a number

of drug-related offenses including possession of a controlled substance, possession of drug

paraphernalia, distribution of a controlled substance, and possession with intent to distribute.



10. On March 4, 2018, MPD officers arrested three subjects at the property for
involvement in an illegal drug transaction. Officers seized plastic bags containing a loose rock-
like substance, $568 in U.S. currency, $20 in pre-recorded MPD funds, and a digital scale. (See
Ex. 2, March 4, 2018 Incident Report).

11.  On March 11, 2018, MPD officers arrested two subjects at the Property for
distribution of crack cocaine. Officers seized loose white rock and $100 in U.S. currency. (See
Ex. 3, March 11, 2018 Incident Report).

12.  On April 8, 2018, MPD officers arrested one subject at the Property for
distributing narcotics. Officers seized loose white rock and a green zip bags containing a powder
substance. (See Ex. 4, April 8, 2018 Incident Report).

13.  On April 15, 2018, MPD officers arrested two subjects at the Property for
possession of a controlled substance and recovered a loose white rock substance. Later that day,
in connection with an undercover drug enforcement operation, officers arrested another subject
at the Property for distribution and possession of crack cocaine. (See Ex. 5, First April 15, 2018
Incident Report and Ex. 6, Second April 15,2018 Incident Report).

14.  On April 18, 2018, MPD officers executed a search warrant at the Property and
recovered cocaine, drug paraphernalia, and over $5,500 in U.S. currency. Officers arrested five
subjects at the Property. (See Ex. 7, April 18, 2018 Incident Report).

15. On July 4, 2018, MPD officers arrested a subject at the Property for possession of
drug paraphernalia. The subject was found with a glass crack pipe, as well as a vial emitting a
strong chemical odor consistent with PCP. (See Ex. 8, July 4, 2018 Incident Report).

16. On July 11, 2018, MPD officers executed another search warrant at the Property.

Officers recovered cocaine, methamphetamines, drug paraphernalia, a firearm, and ammunition.

Officers arrested two subjects for possession of a crack cocaine and possession of an
unregistered firearm. One of the individuals arrested was the tenant of Apartment 2, Phillip
Mayrant. (See Ex. 9, July 11, 2018 Incident Report).

17. On July 25, 2018, one subject was observed by MPD officers completing a
narcotics transaction during a buy/bust operation. The subject was placed under arrest for
distribution of crack cocaine. (See Ex. 10, July 25, 2018 Incident Report).

B. Calls for Service

18.  Over the past year, MPD has responded to at least twenty-seven calls for service
at 1610 R Street SE, including calls for assault, carjacking, and drug complaints. Notably, at least
four calls since March 1, 2018 were related to controlled substances. (See Ex. 11, Calls for
Service).

C. Notice

19. On March 22, 2018, OAG sent the Defendants a notice letter advising of the
presence of drug-related activity at 1610 R Street SE. That letter stated OAG may take action
against a property owner for maintaining their property in a manner that causes, creates, or
maintains a nuisance as defined under the Nuisance Act and gave the Defendant fourteen days to
contact OAG. (See Ex. 12, March 22, 2018 Notice Letter).

20. In response to the March 22 letter, Defendant Everett Murtagh contacted OAG to
discuss installation of security cameras and registration of those cameras with MPD’s Private
Security Camera System Incentive Program, as well as the likely eviction of the tenant in
apartment 2.

21. In response to the search warrant executed on July 11, 2018, OAG sent another

letter to Defendants on July 13, 2018. OAG advised Defendants of continued illegal activity at
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the property, reiterated its recommendations for abatement, and additionally requested that two
individuals be barred from the Property. OAG informed Defendants of the drug and firearm
seizures resulting from the search warrant and attached the public incident report. (See Ex. 13,
July 13, 2018 Notice Letter).

22.  As of the filing date for this complaint, Defendants have neither evicted the tenant
in Apartment 2 nor installed security cameras at the Property.

D. Reputation and Adverse Impact on Community

23.  There has been an increased fear of residents to walk through or in public areas,
such as sidewalks, streets, parks, and alleyways, near the Property due to the presence and use of
firearms and the use and sale of controlled substances and paraphernalia at the Property. See,
e.g., Ex. 14, Aff. of Officer Michael Nardi at § 10 (“MPD frequently receives citizen complaints
related to these Properties. They are chronically on the drug complaint list.”).

24.  Residents are sometimes solicited or approached by persons wishing to sell
controlled substances near the Property. See, e.g., Ex. 14 at § 9 (“I believe that residents near the
Propert[y] are routinely subject to unwanted solicitations to purchase drugs.”).

25. Officers frequently observe an increased volume of vehicular and pedestrian
traffic to and from the Property related to the presence and use of firearms, drugs, and drug
paraphernalia. See, e.g., Ex. 14, at 8 (“I have observed an overwhelming volume of vehicular
and pedestrian traffic to the Propert[y] that is related to drug purchases.”).

26.  Investigative purchases of controlled substances by undercover law enforcement
officers at and near the Property have led to the execution of many seach warrants of 1610 R St.
SE, Apartment 2 that resulted in multiple arrests and seizures of drugs, drug paraphernalia,

firearms, and ammunition. See, e.g., Ex. 14 at § 11 (“MPD conducts investigative operations at
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the Propert[y] approximately every month. That frequency has fallen because the Propert[y]
lie[s] outside of MPD’s summer crime initiative area. Previously, MPD visited the Propert[y] at
least once a week.”).

COUNT I

(Abatement of a Drug- and Firearm- Related Nuisance Pursuant to
D.C. Code §§ 42-3101 to -3114)

27.  The District hereby incorporates by reference herein Paragraphs 1 through 26.

28. 1610 R Street SE, owned by the Defendants, is a drug- and firearm-related
nuisance, as defined in D.C. Code § 42-3101(5), in that it is real property, used, or intended to be
used to: “(A) facilitate any violation of Chapter 9 of Title 48 [and] (B) unlawfully store or
otherwise keep one or more firearms, or that is used or intended to be used for the sale or
manufacture of controlled substances or drug paraphernalia.”

29. 1610 R Street SE, owned by the Defendants, has an adverse impact on the
community, as defined by D.C. Code § 42-3101(1). The adverse impact on the community
caused by the drug- and firearm-related nuisance at the Property is extensive and continuous,
amplified by the close proximity to D.C. schools.

30. Individuals in and around 1610 R Street SE are a consistent and serious threat to
District residents, particularly those residing in other units at the Property.

31.  Not only have Defendants failed to abate the nuisance, but they have caused it by
their inaction despite notice from the District.

Relief Requested

Wherefore, the District of Columbia respectfully requests declaratory and injunctive

relief and damages against the Defendants, as follows:



a) That the Court declares the rental housing accommodations located at 1610 R Street
SE, owned by Defendants, to be a drug- and firearm-related nuisance pursuant to the Drug-,
Firearm-, or Prostitution-Related Nuisance Abatement Act, D.C. Code §§ 42-3101 to -3114;

b) That the Court enjoins Defendants from creating and/or maintaining, or assisting in
the creation or maintenance of a drug- or firearm-related nuisance property;

¢) That the Court orders Defendants to institute an action for possession in the Landlord
and Tenant Branch of the District of Columbia Superior Court against the occupant(s) of
Apartment 2 under D.C. Code § 42-3602 (“Drug Haven statute”);

d) That the Court orders Defendants to install and maintain an appropriate security
camera system, in consultation with MPD, to capture activity at and around the Property;

¢) That the Court orders Defendants to enforce barring notices;

f) That the Defendant shall a) submit to the District copies of all served barring notices
currently in the possession of Defendant, and prospectively, all served barring notices within one
(1) week of issuance; and b) provide a copy of each such notice to the District by delivering a
copy to Althea Geletka, Paralegal Specialist, Office of the Attorney General, 441 4th Street, NW,
Suite 1060 North, Washington, D.C. 20001;

g) That the Court awards damages to be paid by the Defendants in the amount of $150
per day since the date Defendant was first provided notice of the nuisance on March 22, 2018, to
be paid into the Drug-, Firearm-, or Prostitution-Related Nuisance Abatement Fund pursuant to
D.C. Code § 42-3111.01(a);

h) That the Court awards attorney fees; and

i) Any other relief that the Court deems appropriate.

The Office of the Attorney General for the District of Columbia has received information
that you are the owner of a four-unit brick building located at 1610 R Street, SE, Washington,
DC 20020 (“the property™). I am contacting you at this time to seek an immediate meeting with
you regarding illegal activity that has been occurring at your property, specifically in Apartment
2.

There have been multiple reports or complaints of illegal activity occurring at the
property that include, but are not limited to, the sale of drugs, a buy/bust operation conducted at
the property, and the seizure of drugs and drug paraphernalia. On March 4, 2018, while in the
area of the 1600 Block of R Street, SE, undercover officers provided Latonya Stuckey with a $20
to purchase Crack Cocaine. Police observed her walking to the right window of 1610 R Street,
SE, where she then knocked on the window. Jamal Borum answered and opened the front
apartment door for Stuckey. Borum accepted the money from Stuckey and Stuckey returned to
the undercover officers to give them a small bag of Crack cocaine. Stuckey was arrested for
possession and distribution of a controlled substance.

Later, officers approached the same window and asked Borum to provide access to the
apartment building. Phillip Mayrant opened the front door for the officers. Officers entered the
front lobby area and observed Apartment 2, specifically seeing in plain view two digital scales
both containing a measurable amount of white rock substance, which tested positive for Cocaine
base. Officers stepped Borum and Mayrant outside for identification procedure. Borum was
identified by officers as the seller from the transaction with Stuckey. Officers recovered money
from Borum. Officers also recovered from the top of the TV in plain view clear plastic bags with
loose white rock substance, which tested positive for Cocaine Base. Borum and Mayrant were
also placed under arrest for a combination of distribution of a controlled substance, possession of
a controlled substance, and possession of drug paraphernalia with intent to sell.

Because of the seriousness of the complaints that MPD and the Office of the Attorney
General has received about your property, we are investigating it as a drug and firearm nuisance
pursuant to D.C. Code §§ 42-3101 to -3114 (2016). Under this D.C. law, my office may take
action against a property owner who does not maintain their property in accordance with District
of Columbia law and in a manner that does not cause, create, or maintain a nuisance. The law
places the responsibility on you to ensure that your property is not used in a manner that is
detrimental to the welfare of the surrounding area.

Please note that this letter is notice to you that your property may constitute such
nuisance, and therefore we would like to invite you to meet with members of the Office of
Attorney General regarding the activity at your property and what steps you will take to correct
it. Please contact me within fourteen days of receipt of this letter. I can be reached at (202) 724-
5319 or at the email address listed below. I thank you in advance for your prompt attention and
response to this request.

Dear Mr. Murtagh and Mrs. Jourkiv:

I am writing to follow up on our communications concerning the complaints of unlawful
activity that OAG received about your property located at 1610 R Street SE, Washington, DC
20020. As you may remember, our office transmitted a formal notice letter to you in March of
2018 regarding several complaints and the recovery of drugs at your property. In response, you
contacted our office to discuss measures that you would take to abate the apparent drug nuisance
activity at your property. We discussed installation of security cameras at the property and
registration of those cameras with the Metropolitan Police Department’s (MPD) Private Security
Camera System Incentive Program (Incentive Program). We also discussed the likely eviction of
the occupants that are the cause of drug nuisance activities at the property, specifically Unit 2. I
agreed to follow up with MPD to arrange a conversation about steps you could take towards the
abatement of the nuisance activity beyond these two recommendations.

Since our last communication, I have spoken with MPD and officers have confirmed that
eviction of the occupant(s) of Unit 2 at 1610 R Street SE would be an appropriate step towards
abatement of the drug and firearm nuisance activity on and near the property. OAG also
reiterates its recommendation that you install security cameras, maintain full functionality,
register under the MPD Incentive Program and coordinate with MPD for access to these cameras
to assist MPD with curbing drug and firearm nuisance activity. In the event you have begun to
implement either of these suggestions, please inform our office as soon as possible.

’m also writing to inform you that there was another search warrant that was executed on
July 11, 2018 that resulted in the recovery of drugs, drug paraphernalia, firearms and
ammunition. MPD arrested your tenant, Phillip Mayrant plus another individual for possession of
unregistered ammunition, possession of unregistered firearm, possession of a controlled
substance, and possession with intent to distribute a controlled substance. I’ve attached the
public incident report for your reference and records. Based on this and other activity in and
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around your property, it is clear that there remains an adverse impact on the surrounding
community resulting from the drug and firearm nuisance activity stemming from your property.

Also present during the search warrant was an individual by the name of Jamal Borum.
As you may recall, Jamal Borum was mentioned in OAG’s original March 2018 letter to you
regarding drug nuisance activity at your property. Specifically, he was observed engaging in
another individual for the purchase and sale of a controlled substance. In light of Jamal Borum’s
continued presence at the property and the persistent use of your property by Phillip Mayrant to
engage in the sale of controlled substances and firearm possession, OAG recommends barring
these two individuals from the property and strict enforcement of the barring notices, which
would mean filing charges for trespass. Please note that you must comply with D.C. law to evict
Phillip Mayrant to take possession of the property. A barring notice prior to an eviction will
likely not suffice.

As explained previously, because of the number and seriousness of the complaints that
MPD and the Office of the Attorney General has received about your property, we believe it may
constitute a drug and firearm nuisance pursuant to D.C. Code §§ 42-3101 to -3114 (2016). OAG
reiterates that this law places the responsibility on you to ensure that your property is not used in
a manner that is detrimental to the welfare of the surrounding area.

I thank you in advance for your prompt attention to these requests.

AFFIDAVIT OF MICHAEL NARDI

I, Michael Nardi, having been put under oath, hereby state the following:

1. 1am over the age of 18 and competent to give testimony under oath.

2. 1 have been employed with the Metropolitan Police Department (MPD) in Washington,
D.C., for almost seven years. I am currently an officer with the Narcotics and Special
Investigations Division (NSID).

3. My unit has conducted narcotics investigations and enforcement activities at 1610 R St.
SE, Washington, D.C. 20020, and 1614 R St. SE, Washington, D.C. 20020 (collectively,
“the Properties™).

4. Based on numerous searches and arrests, I know the Properties to be high drug trafficking

locations with an extensive and adverse impact on the surrounding area.



Visits to 1610 R St. SE

1. On April 15, 2018, my unit observed a drug transaction at 1610 R St. SE, Apartment 2.
Officers on my unit watched two subjects knock on the window of Apartment 2, enter the
building, and leave a short time later. I stopped one subject, found crack cocaine on her
person, and made an arrest. Other officers arrested the second subject, also for possession
of crack cocaine.

2. Having confirmed that the apartment was dealing that day, my unit executed a buy-bust
operation with MPD prerecorded funds. Undercover officers observed an individual
flagging down cars, which I know to be a common drug-seeking behavior, and engaged
her in a brief conversation about the purchase of crack cocaine. Officers from my unit
witnessed the subject knock on the window of Apartment 2 and enter the building. The
subject returned with crack cocaine. Shortly thereafter, I located the undercover vehicle
and arrested the subject for distribution and possession of crack cocaine.

3. The multiple arrests on April 15, 2018 provided probable cause for a search warrant,
which my unit executed on April 18, 2018. I entered Apartment 2 and recovered 3.5
grams of unpackaged cocaine, a weight that is more consistent with intent to distribute
than with personal consumption. I also recovered two pieces of clear plastic containing
cocaine, which together weighed 41 grams, as well as drug paraphernalia and over $5,500
in U.S. currency. I arrested five subjects inside the apartment, including the tenant, for
possession of a controlled substance with intent to distribute.

4. OnJuly 11, 2018, my unit executed another search warrant at 1610 R St. SE. I entered

Apartment 2 and recovered cocaine, drug paraphernalia, an unregistered firearm, and



unregistered ammunition. I assisted in arresting the tenant and his girlfriend, who were

both inside the apartment.

Visits to 1614 R St. SE

5. On February 6, 2018, my unit executed a search warrant at 1614 R St. SE, Apartment 2.
Upon entering the apartment, I recovered one digital scale, one glass pipe, multiple empty
zip bags, and crack cocaine. I arrested two subjects inside the apartment, including the
tenant.

6. On March 6, 2018, my unit visited 1614 R St. SE in response to citizen drug complaints.
My unit observed subjects knocking on the back door of the building, exchanging
currency with a woman inside, and entering Apartment 2. Officers believed this to be a
drug transaction. I stopped the subjects shortly thereafter and recovered narcotics. I
arrested one subject and assisted with two other arrests, all for possession of crack

cocaine.

Reputation and Community Impact
7. 1know these Properties to be “crack houses,” where one can purchase and use drugs.
8. I have observed an overwhelming volume of vehicular and pedestrian traffic to the
Properties that is related to drug purchases.
9. I believe that residents near the Properties are routinely subjected to unwanted
solicitations to purchase drugs.
10. MPD frequently receives citizen complaints related to these Properties. They are

chronically on the drug complaint list.



11. MPD conducts investigative operations at the Properties approximately every month.
That frequency has fallen because the Properties lie outside of MPD’s summer crime
initiative area. Previously, MPD visited the Properties at least once a week.

12. I know that the drug activity at these Properties has an adverse impact on the two nearby
schools, Kramer Middle School and Anacostia High School. Officers on my unit have
made arrests across the street from the schools, in plain view of the students.

13. It is my informed conclusion that the drug and firearm activity at the Properties is more
pervasive than my unit has observed. My unit executed search warrants during the day. I
believe that drug dealers also visit the Properties after dark, armed with weapons.

14. These Properties are the two locations in the neighborhood where most drug activity
takes place. They have drawn the most attention by far from my unit.

15. The community impact is felt many blocks away. My unit has conducted buy-bust
operations as far away as Minnesota Ave. SE and Good Hope Rd. SE. Inevitably, the

subjects return to 1610 R St. SE or 1614 R St. SE to obtain drugs.

Remedies
16. In my judgment, the tenants in 1610 R St. SE, Apartment 2, and 1614 R St. SE,
Apartment 2, must be evicted in order to abate the drug activity at the Properties. Having
arrested both tenants, I believe that they are allowing drug dealers to operate out of their
apartments in exchange for drugs.
17. 1 also believe that the landlords at the Properties need to install external and internal
cameras and improve lighting, in consultation with MPD, in order to prevent recurring

drug activity.
